EPARTMENT C-35 of the Cadillac Motor Car Company 

is devoted solely to salvaging oil from the machined 

scrap. The scrap that comes into the department is divided 

into classes, oil scrap and watered scrap. By two processes, 

both are prepared for market. The oil scrap yields more 

than 2,500 gallons of oil in a day’s time, and the watered 
scrap is simply shredded and carted away. 


When a truckload of scrap is brought in to the 
department it is treated according to its load. If it 
carries oil scrap, it is set down on one side of the 
“spinner”; if it is watered scrap, it goes on the other 
side. An electro-magnet picks up a load of the oil 
scrap and feeds it into a crusher that grinds the metal 
up into small pieces. As a matter of fact, all scrap is 
shredded and placed in a conveyor. The watered 
scrap is side-tracked and runs into freight cars, while 
the oil scrap is fed to the “spinner.” 


The “spinner” is a drum-shaped machine that revolves 
at a high rate of speed and drives the oil out of the scrap by 
centrifugal force. As it is released, it drains through holes 
in the shell of the machine into a small tank, where it is 
strained and permitted to pass into reserve tanks. A float 
valve in the latter opens at a certain oil level and the oil 
‘lows into the system of oil piping, ready for use in the 
machines again. The scrap, now freed of oil, goes on to 
freight cars for shipment.

Dodge Redesigns 
HEN the Dodge Motor Company began placing in the 
— of the motoring public its new models, there 
naturally great interest in seeing what changes had 










was 
been made in a power plant that has not been radically 





altered since its debut in 1914. When owners of the new 
models came to look over the engine they found a number 
of really important changes. 
five bearing crankshaft, there was a two unit electric system, 
separate units for starting and lighting. The voltage of the 
battery has been dropped from 12 to 6 volts. The owners 
also found a new and improved air cleaner. Several of these 
changes are not strictly new, having been introduced in ot 
later numbers of the former series. 

In addition, a new steering system has been placed 
in the car, this time of the worm and sector, instead of | 
the worm and wheel, and having a ratio of 10 to 1, | 
instead of ithe 8 to 1 formerly used. The steering post | 
is now a steel tube of large diameter, making possible | 
removal of the spark and throttle controls to the inside 
of the column. 

Of all these changes, thé most interesting by long odds 
is the switch to a five bearing crankshaft, to replace the 
three bearing unit that has been used ever since Dodge made | 
its bow, way back in 1914. 

This change in engine design definitely quiets, for the | 
time being, anyway, rumors that have been widespread | 
regarding the imminent appearance of a Dodge six. From | 
the fact that Dodge has made such sweeping revisions in its| 
jour cylinder power plant we may be certain thai it believes; 
it still can “get away with” a four cylinder car in the price} 
class to which it caters. ; 

This creates an extremely interesting situation, as it 
brings the four cylinder Dodge into keen competition with | 
the Essex six coach at $695, with the Star six coach at $830, | 
with the Nash light six touring at $865, with the Flint six 
Jr., at $960, and within reasonable distance of the field cov- 
ered by a number of other light sixes below $1,000. 

In addition to this, the new Dodge has extremely keen! 
competition in its own four cylinder field. The Chry sler | 
four sells a coach at $780, and then below that -we find the! 
lower price class with a Star four coach at $695, the Over-| 
land Whippet with a coach at $695, the Chevrolet offering 
a coach at $645, and the Ford tudor sedan at $495. 

The fight for business among all these able gladiators 
is going to be an interesting performance for the student 
of matters motoring to watch. Obviously, the Dodge organi-| 
zation feels that it has smoothed out its engine and added | 
appeal sufficient to enable it to meet the assaults of fours; 
that are priced lower and even of sixes that enjoy an advan- 
tage in the matter of price. The battle will be well worth

Special Tyee for Use 
In Northwest Wins 
General Approval 


Olympia, Wash. Nov. 4.—

Ownership of the truck is divided 
between the Washington state Di- 
vision of Forestry and the Wash- 
ington Forest Fire Association. 

The truck has a sixty-horse pow- 
er motor and is equipped to fur- 


nish an unlimited supply of water 


at the rate of 200 gallons a min- | 
ute for a distance of two miles! 
through a 2%-inch hose. Lifting 
height from the supply source is 
600 feet. 

A 270-pound portable pump, 
with which the truck is also 
equipped, will throw forty gallons 
of water a minute from a hose 
3,000 feet in length. There are 


also two 70-pound portable pumps 
that will throw twenty-five gallons 
of water a minute through a2 hose 
2,000 feet in length. The interior 
of the truck has carrying space 
for the amount of hose specified, 
encased in containers to conserve 
every inch of space. 

There is room for the driver and 
one extra man_in front. In 
rear are side seats for eight more
